13. S Other: Beltrani et al. (US 5.324,219) discloses the same swimming flipper as claimed, said swimming flipper including first and 
second flaps 18 that are each adapted to attach and detach from the other flap, and each conform about a dorsal portion of a user's 
foot when attached to the other flap, as shown in Figures 3 and 4. Since ankle-boot 15 can be a separate part from sole 16. as 
described in lines 6-12 of column 7, it is not necessary for a user to wear said ankle-boot in order for said swimming flipper to function 
properly. Thus, without ankle-boot 15, said first and second flaps would each conform directly about a dorsal portion of a user's foot. 
Said first and second flaps would also be moveable in order to reveal a substantial portion of a top surface of said sole, provided that 
ankle-boot 15 is first removed from overshoe 17. Therefore, for the reasons given above, the rejection of claims 1-3. 5-11,15-38 and 
40 is deemed proper and is not withdrawn . 
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
